EXPENDITURE WHICH CAN BE CUT DOWN—AND 


EXPENDITURE WHICH MUST BE INCREASED. 

Ir is to be hoped that the Government will not misinterpret the 
large majority by which the House of Commons has accepted, 
and stamped with its emphatic approval, the budget of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and suppose that cither the Parlia- 
ment or the country is in favour of a large and lavish military 
expenditure. ‘The best and most logical speakers, while giving 
their support to the one, took care to separate it from the other, 
It may indeed be said that experience has shown us how unwise, 
and even how improvident, it is for a great nation like England, 
with complicated relations and numerous possessions all over the 
world, to be caught in a state of imperfect military organisation 
and preparation. But if this be so, there are also two other points 
which experience has equally well shown. The first is, that it is 
not in proportion to the amount of money expended, or the large 
forces kept up during peace, that the efficiency of a military arm is 
secured; that in point of fact great economy and great efficiency 
are not incompatible;—and the second is, that the military 
ardour and power of a country when an emergency arises, 
isgreat in proportion to the prosperity of the people, and their 
ability to bear the burdens of a war without inflicting too great 
a pressure upon their means; and that this is best obtained by a 
wise prosecution during peace of all those measures which are best 
calculated to promote the commerce of the country, and to secure 
a steady and profitable employment for the people. In this 
respect what a remarkable contrast did England exhibit in the 
late European struggle, to all the continental nations engaged in 
it, It is not too much to say that a pressure upon the resources 
of those countries and the apprehension of their further exhaus- 
tion, induced them to entertain proposals for a conclusion of the 
war, which could not be said to be sufficient to secure the objects 
of the war, while the buoyant resources of England enabled us to 
stand out for such terms as entirely fulfilled those conditions. 
We do not wish to underrate a perfect and efficient military 
organisation, but even that is but an indifferent security com- 
pared with the general prosperity of a nation which infuses a 
feeling of high and healthy courage through all its parts, 
and at the same time enables it without difficulty to bear the 
burdens necessary for a great struggle when it arises. It was 
justly observed by Lord Palmerston that the efficiency of a peace 
military establishment did not consist in having a large force of 
men, but rather in a well-organised small force, with well-edu- 
cated and disciplined officers who understood their business, and 
who knew how to apply their art upon an extended scale when 
necessity arose. 

The army and navy estimates of the present year show a large 
reduction upon those of the past year; but they still exceed by 
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four millions the expenditure of the last year of the peace— 1853. 
It may be argued the the military establishments of the country 
were proved in 1854 to have been very defective in 1853, and 
therefore that the scale of expenditure of that year ought not to 
be urged as a test. All will readily admit the defective condi- 
tion of our military preparations, but not so readily that the cause 
was in any way attributable to a deficient expenditure : the general 
opinion would rather seem to be that it was the system that was 
radically defective, and that no amount of expenditure would have 
made it better. ‘The experience of the war has pointed to the real 
character of the defects in our system, and has already led to an 
entire change which may be expected to do much to improve it, 
The concentration of all the war departments under one efficient 
and responsible head is the first great step :—an improved 
system and organisation through all grades in the army, by 
which it is rendered a real and serious profession, and nota 
mere plaything and pastime, if followed out in the earnest 
spirit in which they have been begun, will change its whole 
character and add greatly to its efficiency. It is true that 
all these changes and new organisations cannot be completed 
in a day; that some time must be required; and that they 
can only be purchased at a considerable first cost, however much 
they may lead to real economy combined with tru: efficiency in 
the end. Although, therefore, the country may be well satisfied 
with the large reductions made in the expenditure of the present 
year, as an earnest of a determination to make reductions to the 
greatest extent that prudence will permit, it will be difficult to 
persuade the publie that when all the new organisations are com- 
pleted, it will be desirable to spend more upon a permanent peace 
establishment than was found necessary in 1853. It may not be 
possible in the face of the changes now going on to come down 
to that amount at once, but public opinion will continue to point 
to it as an object that ought to be attained:—s xieen millions well 
expended, under an improved and effective administration, is a 
good sum for a peace establishment. 


There is, however, another class of public expenditure, which 
it will be neither possible nor politic to limit either to the rate of 
1853, or that of any past year :—we allude to several heads of our 
civil expenditure. In many respects the money expended by the 
nation for civil objects should be viewed rather as an investment, 
by which enormous amounts of wealth are created, than in any 
other light. Since 1853 it appears that the civil estimates have 
increased by about 1,700,000/. In some respects, this as a national 
expenditure is rather apparent than real, inasmuch as local 
charges have been transferred to the public exchequer,—a practice 
which cannot be too much discouraged. But the great increase 
of expenditure during that period has been, first, for increased fa- 
cilities to trade ; and second, for increased facilities for obtaining 
cheap and ready justice, with increased security to property. 
The rapid expansion of our trade, which may be said to have 
doubled in ten years, has led to an inereased public expenditure 
in many ways :—first, the great extension of our foreign trade has 
necessarily led to an augmentation of our Customs establish- 
ments, while the modern spirit evinced by the Government to 
extend to merchants every possible facility consistent with fair 
security to the revenue, has added still further to the cost of col- 
lecting the revenue. Next, our postal establishments are every 
year becoming more and more a mere public service, and less and 
less a source of revenue. At home, within a short period upwards 
of seventeen hundred new post-offices have been added in the pro- 
vinces :—abroad, new and expensive postal services have been 
established to all parts of the world. The packet-service, which 
but a few years ago cost about 400,000/ a year, reaches in the 
present year very nearly to one million. In point of fact, the en- 
tire receipts of the Post-office, which may be computed at 
3,000,0002, may be said to be now expended upon additional 
facilities afforded to the public, and that the cost of the service, 
including the foreign sollotn, absorbs nearly the whole revenue. 
Next, and nearly akin to postal arrangements, there is a growing 
expenditure for electric telegraph communications, the importance 
and economy of which, both in a commercial and a political view, 
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cannot be over-estimated. There is another source of expendi- 
ture, the importance of which has hitherto not been sufficiently 
understood :—we allude to harbours, lighthouses, and other facili- 
ties for commerce upon our coasts. Hitherto these have been 
much neglected, although they are among the most legitimate ob- 
jects of public expenditure, and such too as cannot fail to lead to 
a profitable return. Again, there is much to be done in improv- 
ing our consular establishments abroad, whereby every possible 
facility may be given to our rapidly extending commerce, while 
the just rights of our traders may be sure of being respected and 
maintained in foreign ports. Under all these classes of expendi- 
ture, which tend to promote commerce, and increase the resources 
of our capitalists and industrial population, and which thus affords 
the best of all securities for the future, we believe that neither 
Parliament nor the country will be unwilling to see a gradual ex- 
tension, if only maintained at a rate commensurate with the great 
public objects to be attained. We entertain, therefore, no doubt, 
that in the just and wise determination which public opinion be- 
gins to exhibit, tocut down the public expenditure to the narrow- 
est dimensions consistent with efficiency, a careful and reasoning 
discrimination will be shown between objects which can safely be 
dispensed with, and those which contribute to the development 
of our commerce and industry, which promote both wealth and 
civilisation, and which thus, more than anything else, tend really 
to strengthen the country against all future risks, whatever be 
their nature, or from whatever quarter they come. 











LIBERATED CRIMINALS.—HOW CRIME IS FOSTERE]» 


THE various letters and blue books issued by Colonel Jebb, and 
the recent speech of Sir George Grey in the House of Commons, 
will, we hope, have allayed popular apprehension respecting the 
ticket-of-leave criminals, so that we may consider that panic to be 
at an end, and that special branch of the great subject to be for 
the present disposed of. After all, it appears that the number of 
convicts (i.e. those sentenced to transportation or penal servitude) 
annually liberated in this country has always averaged about 
1,000 per annum, and that even now it scarcely exceeds 2,000 ;— 
that this number forms only about three per cent. of the criminal 
offenders annually discharged from the various gaols of the United 
Kingdom ;—that those now discharged on license are discharged 
after having undergone a lengthened process of penal and refor- 
matory discipline which those formerly discharged had altogether 
escaped ;—tliat we have no accurate means of ascertaining who 
are and who are not ticket-of-leave men, and therefore no trust- 
worthy evidence that the crimes attributed to men of this class 
are really committed by them ;—that the worst of a license is 
that it means nothing and is quite inoperative ;—and that, though 
our statistics are imperfect and unreliable, yet as far as they can 
be trusted io show anything, they show that while 33 per cent. 
of ordinary prisoners relapse, only 16 per cent. of ticket-of- 
leave men relapse—or, it would be more correct to say, 
are known to do so. This is only what we shuld a priori 
have reason to expect. The offenders sentenced to penal servitude 
and transportation undergo an ordeal which is both much longer 
than that to which ordinary criminals are subjected, and at the 
same time more severe and more improving—inasmuch as they 
have to pass one period of their sentence in entire sequestration, 
and a further period in steady supervised and associated labour. 
It is natural, thcrefore, that a considerable proportion of them 
should come out of prison warned men, if not actually reformed 
men. Further care is taken in their case—which is wholly pre- 
termitted in those of common offenders—to establish them, on 
their discharge from prison, in some honest calling or employ- 
ment; and though this cannot be effectual in all cases, yet no 
doubt it must be the means of sparing many the necessity of 
again resorting to larceny or felony for a subsistence. Finally, 
it is a mistake to suppose that the convicts are always and neces- 
sarily more heinous and hardened criminals than those committed 
for shorter terms to county gaols. So long as a man is punished 
without any regard to his character and antecedents and in 
reference merely to the individual offence for which he chances to 
be indicted, the sentence awarded will continue to be a most im- 
perfect test of the magnitude of the offender’s guilt, or the degree 
of his hardihood and depravity. The fact that a criminal is con- 
demned to penal servitude instead of to a brief term of confine- 
ment in an ordinary bridewell, may now cften indicate nothing 
but the particular branch of the criminal profession which he 
happens to have embraced. 


But though the popular panic and disgust at ticket-of-leave 
men was unreasonable in its form and almost ludicrous in its 
degree, it was by no means unnatural or unsound in substance. 
It was misplaced and exaggerated, but it was the very reverse of 
unfounded. Nothing said by Sir George Grey or written by Col. 
Jebb ought to quiet our dismay at the fearful number of un- 
reclaimed villains annually let loose upon us, or for one moment 
to divert our attention from the serious danger we incur. It is 
not easy to magnify the evil. The mistake lies ia considering it 
to be new—not in regarding it as enormous. Not less than 
70,000 or 80,000 habitual offenders—burglars, felons, thieves, and 
malefactors of every denomination—are liberated annually to 
pursue their calling and renew their outrages and depredations. 
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At least this number pass yearly through our gaols—and come oyt 
as arule worse—more covetous, more clever, more confirmed 
than they went in. A man—or boy—goes in for some pet 
larceny : he comes out ready for a felony. He goes in a thief 
or an embezzler : he comes out a burglar ora garotter. He hag 
taken a step forward in his profession while in gaol. He went ig 
an apprentice: he comes out a master. To put the matter ing 
broad light before the public:—We maintain, subs’-t, educate 
if we do not create—an army of depredators at least equal to our 
army of defende:s :—our felons probably outnumber our soldiers, 
and cost us on an average twice as much. Nay, we know the 
number of troops we keep—for we vote them, register them, feed, 
clothe, and lodge them, and can estimate their expense to a pound, 
But of our criminal army, we know only the number whom we 
catch: the probably far greater number who escape detection for 
years wecanonly guessat. Yet we pay for the maintenance of all; 
those whom we catch and those whom we fail to catch subsist 
equally on the plunder of the community. 


The two faults which lie at the root of our blunders in this 
matter are the same which pervade nearly all our proceedings 
—false economy and want of science, or rather want of reflection 
and disregard of principle. No one, we believe, ever doubted the 
bad effects of association among offenders. No one in his senseg 
ever pretended to believe thatany reforming influence could be 
hoped for from aconfinement shared with malefactors, all whose 
efforts would be exerted to prevent repentance or amendment. 
No one ever denied that the surest and quickest mode of trans. 
forming a young and incipient culprit into a hardened and irre. 
claimable convict was to shut him up among a number of desperate 
and veteran offenders. Yet in spite of these considerations—ia 
spite of the gradual and now universal conviction they have 
wrought in the public mind—separate confinement is far from 
being the rule in our common county gaols:—in many cases it is 
still the rare exception. Not only are young rascals, sentenced 
for petty larcency, suffered, and compelled, to associate in prison 
with old and finished ruffians—with receivers of stolen goods, 
with robbers, with burglars, but those who are awaiting their 
trialand who may often be wholly innocent, are in many cases 
subject to the same contaminating company. Often they go into 
gaol having committed no offence against society, or a very trifling 
and casual one,—and come out society’s confirmed and bitter 
enemies—having been made such simply by the companions with 
whom our wretched, shallow, wicked economy has forced them} 
to associate. Nay more: this association is often continued night } 
and day: two, three and four being locked up in the same sleeping 
cells. The evil is on the decrease no doubt, but it flourishes ia 
fearful vigour still. 








Now if there is one thing more certain than another, it is this— 
that, if you wish imprisonment to be a penal infliction, you must | 
not place your prisoner among those whose company is of all} 
things the most pleasant to him ;—if you wish it to have any re-| 
forming operation on his spirit, you must not surround him with| 
villains who will effectually prevent any good seed you may have} 
sown from germinating ;—if you wish to avoid scandalous injustice | 
and wicked cruelty to those of whom you cannot yet say whether | 
they are innocent or guilty, you must on no account expose them,| 
while awaiting their trial, to intercourse with others who are or| 
may be hardened and expert criminals. Not to give every prisoner | 
a separate cell, is of itself a crime. And why is this not done?) 
For no conceivable reason, we apprehend, but because the county 
authorities either do not see this plain duty, or do not choose to 
be at the expense of performing it ;—and because the Government 
has hitherto connived at their iniquity. In order to save a 
extra pepny on the county rates we go on year after year mult- 
plying, making, and contirming criminals. Parliament ought at 
once to pass an act prohibiting, after a given date, the committal 
of prisoners to any gaol where strict separation is not provided 
for. Imprisonment would then in no case do harm, and in 
thousands of cases might do good. 





In the second place, - in defiance of experience—in defiance of 
the consentaneous warnings und remonstrances of all who have 
given practical attention to the question—we have persisted in 
sentencing petty offenders to repeated short terms of imprison 
ment. It is known that these short terms have no influence what- 
ever in deterring the culprit from a repetition of his offence. It 
is known that if he comes twice, the chances are that he comes 
half-a-dozen times—occasionaliy passing every alternate month in 
gaol, till he at length graduates in a higher school, and beeomes 
qualified for Pentonville or Millbank. It has been represen 
over and and over again—though it seemed to need no representa- 
tion—that these short sentences give no opportunity for reform- 
ing influences being brought to bear upon the prisoner. Yet, 
notwithstanding all this, half the number of offenders convic 
are confined for 30 days or less, and a quarter for 14 days 
less. Of course, as might be anticipated, one-third of the whole 
number are re-committals. In one gaol, of which the returns are 
lying before us, one-tenth of the inmates had been in prison 
seven to eleven times, and one-half twice. 


How, while we continue guilty absurdities like these, can W® 
wonder at the prevalence of crime? We have forced and fostered 
it like early pea 
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—————————_ 
TRADE OF THE FIRST MONTH, 


We closed our remarks last week on the trade of 1856 by saying 
«that the prospect for 1857 is of still greater prosperity.” 
The accounts for the first month supply a confirmation of 
this statement. Imports of coffee, wheat, flour, cotton, timber, 
wine, &c., are generally greater than in the corresponding month 
of 1856. So the declared value of the exports was 1,073,319/ 
ter in January, 1857, than in January, 1856, and 
2,583,309 greater than in January, 1855. The shipping too 
entered inwards and outwards was in January, 1857, 1,117,612 
tons, against 1,048,039 tons in January, 1856, and against 839,373 
tons in January, 1855. As the country, however, was at war in 
of 1856 and 1855, and as the first month can scarcely be an 
index to the trade of the next eleven months, we shall not insist 
on the increase, except that so far it isa confirmation of our hopes. 
Nor shall we now enter into further details, referring our readers 
to the tables printed elsewhere as usual for the particulars. 


We must, however, notice that the tables are ushered before us 
with this introduction :—‘* With the view of increasing the useful- 
ness of the monthly trade accounts, some changes have been made 
“in them. The principal alteration is the distinguishing of the 
“ countries whence the principal articles are imported, and to 
“which British productions are exported. Some unimportant 
“articles have been omitted, and some articles not hitherto enu- 
‘‘merated have been introduced. The detailed subdivision of 
“articles have been altered in some instances, and suppressed in 
“others. ‘The accounts will be enlarged by several pages.” 

In conformity with this notice, the quantities of corn, tallow, 
&c., imported from Russia in the month, are inserted, viz., 20,688 
qrs of wheat and 12,389 ewts of tallow, while there were no im- 

orts of those articles direct from Russia in January 1855 or 1856. 

ye shall by and by of course find the name of Russia amongst 
the countries to which our exports go monthly, as we now find 
the names of Turkey, the United States, the Hanse Towns, &c. ; 
but in January the ice has closed all her ports to our direct ex- 
ports, and her name does not at present appear in the table 
of exports. ‘The accounts now first given month by month of the 
different countries whence our imports come and whitber our 
exports go is a very great improvement in the tables, and will, 
we know, from the numerous applications we have from time to 
time received to supply similar information, be very acceptable to 
the mercantile community. 

As to the other changes, we notice that embroidery and needle 
work, glass manufactures, lace, and articles thereof, linen manu 
factures, &c., are omitted from the imports; while from the ex- 
ports of foreign and colonial merchandise, cotton yarn, cotton 
manufactures, embroidery and needle work, glass and linen 
manufactures, are omitted. From the exports of British pro- 
duce and manufacture there are no omissions, but these tables 
are somewhat differently arranged; while the countries to 
which the most important articles go are noticed, and the whole 
much improved. Amongst the additions to the imports are 
cream of tartar, elephants’ teeth, hair, hops, yeast, &c.; to 
the exports of foreign and colonial articles—hops, seeds, flax, 
rape; to the exports of British produce—apparel and slops, 
printed books, of which the value exported was 30,3571. 
furniture, pickles and sauces, plate, plated ware, &c., spirits 
(British), Sc. Of the last article no less than 567,001 gallons 
were exported in the month, of which 390,820 gallons went to 
France. All the changes we have referred to are improvements, 
and are evidences of the desire of the Board of Trade to study the 
convenience of the merchants. In future numbers our tables, 
which are at present published in the old form, will be adapted to 
the new, and we shall insert, month by month, as of much im- 
portance to the mercantile community, the names of the countries 
to which our principal exports go, as well as the quantities and 
value of them. 





LIABILITIES OF SHIPOWNERS. 

A LARGE deputation of shipowners lately had an interview with 
Lord Palmersion to ‘complain that, by recent legislation, they 
“have been subjected to new liabilities—to an extent that may 
“be ruinous—for accidents happening without their fault or 
“ privity; and that these penalties are imposed notwithstanding 
“their ships have been inspected and approved of, and their mas- 
“ters and officers examined, and their competency certified, by 
‘Government authority,” They say, that after all the require- 
ments of the Merchant Shipping and Passenger Act have been 
complied with and certified by a Government inspector, that 
their responsibility in respect to the safety and proper navigation 
of the vessel for the voyage ought tocease. But far from this be- 
ing the case, the same Act compels them to compensate persons 
sullering injury through the improper navigation of their ships, 
though happening at a great distance and far beyond their control, 
toan aggregate amount equal to the whole value of the ship and 
freight. ‘heir “ risk and embarrassment are greatly enhanced 
“by the inconsistency of the requirements in navigation of some 
“departments of the Government with the rules of other depart- 
* ments, and with the decisions of courts of law. The Board of 
S Trade punish masters of vessels for navigating too rapidly, for 

not stopping altogether in case of fog, darkness, &c., and courts 
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But Lord Palmerston, in replying to their remarks, said this was 





‘* of law, for neglecting of such caution; subject the shipowner to 
‘* penalties in ease of accidents; but the authorities of the Post- 
‘* office, the Treasury, and Admiralty, in the oversea postal ser- 
‘* viee, by premiums on the one hand and heavy penalties on the 
‘* other, cause a rapidity and recklessness of navigation, even ex- 
‘* ceeding that from which so many awful disasters have already 
* oceurred, and which can scarcely fail to produce further fearful 
“catastrophes if persisted in.” The deputation, as a remedy, 
submitted a Bill to Lord Palmerston, ‘ to fix in all cases the 
‘¢ statutory amount of damages for loss of life at 301, according to 
‘* the first clause in the Merchant Shipping Act, and to define and 
“ limit the aggregate amount of liability, by adopting as a mea- 
“ sure of that liability the value of 10/ per registered ton for a 
‘sailing vessel, and 15! for a steam-vessel.” Tosuch an amount 
of relief the shipowners are well entitled, and we presume they 
will receive it. 


Till the Navigation Acts were repealed, our shipping was dandled 
and protected into considerable inefficiency. Out of the bad habits 
then encouraged, the shipowners are now emerging, and find 
themselves hampered and restricted by what we may call new 
Navigation Acts, though dictated by a different principle from 
the Acts abolished. Some of the consequences, according to the 
deputation, are to check “improvement in the construction and 
‘* fitting out of vessels ;” to “ place British ships at a disadvantage 
‘in competition with American ships,” subject ‘“‘to no such re- 
** strictions ;” ‘to transfer the passenger traffic to the hands of 
“ foreigners ;” to ‘* make respectable men withdraw their ships from 
“ carrying emigrants,” and so to ‘deprive the public of a protec- 
‘tion which the law aimed at procuring for them ;” to “clog mer- 
“cantile enterprise and keep capital out of ship-building ;” to 
“ injure shipping companies ard still more individual shipowners,” 
and to make English shipowners sail their ships under foreign 
flags to escape these obnoxious regulations. These complaints are 
echoed from every port in the kingdom; and one gentlemen said 
he had been in the shipping trade, and had retired from it in con- 
sequence of the liabilities to which it was exposed ; and anotber, 
that anextensive steam shipping firm in the North of Scotland, 
engaged in passenger traffic, had sold their vessels rather than in- 
cur the liability imposed by the Merchant Shipping Act. Such 
representations will not be without effect, and sooner or later the 
present newly-imposed restrictions on our shipping will be modi- 
fied or repealed . 

In the present disposition of various classes to attack and.re- 
strict all kinds of successful traders, they being regarded by 
others as getting rich too fast, the demand of the shipowners 
for relief will be resisted. It will be supposed that their 
complaints arise from a wish to avoid responsibility and to 
gain money; and as the intention of the framers of the Act 
is undoubtedly to give security to the public —particularly to 
the poorer classes of emigrants—it will be concluded that 
the intention is fulfilled, and that great injury to the public 

will ensue from agreeing to the prayer of the shipowners. If we 
could adopt this conclusion, we should be opposed to any relaxa- 
tion. But we notice that the shipowners themselves say, that it 
would be but reasonable that their responsibility in respect to the 
safety and proper navigation of their vessels should cease after they 
have complied with all the requirements of the Acts of Parlia- 
ment. The real effect of the Acts, then, is to relieve the shipowners 
from responsibility, and substitute for it that of the Acts and of 
the inspectors appointed to see them executed. If they satisfy 
them, the shipowners suppose they have done their duty, and 
decline to do more. 


not all that was required of the shipowners: “they were bound 
‘‘ to see that their ships were entrusted to commanders not merely 
‘“‘ who had been passed by the Board of Trade, but men in whose 
‘‘ judgment they could place confidence. Now that could not be 
“tested by Government examinations. It could be ascertained 
“ only by the shipowners.” The Noble Lord illustrated this by 
referring to the case of the Tyne, where the captain possessed the 
highest testimonials, and yet was guilty of gross negligence. In 
other words, the Government examinations, and compliance with 
the Acts of Parliament, do not relieve shipowners from their 
natural and moral responsibility as they suppose, any more than 
a diploma relieves a medical man from responsibility for not 
exercising due care in the exercise of his profession. But the 
effects of the Government and legislative interference is to weaken 
the owners’ sense of responsibility, and subject the publie 
to increased dangers. ‘This is precisely the argument that we 
used years ago, in reference to ali this modern crude legisla- 
tion for regulating merchant ships, and that we dwelt on more 
than once in our remarks on the wreck of the Tayleur in the be- 
ginning of 1854. We stated expressly on March 11th of that 
year, that the Government examinations could neither give nor 
guarantee in officers the necessary qualifications for navigating 
their vessels in safety, and we condemned all such schemes as 
only tending to remove the responsibility from the owners—the 
persons really and morally responsible—and to lessen the safety 
of passengers and ships. 

With reference to the Amended Merchant Shipping Act, we

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FALLOWING WITHOUT MANURE, 

LOIS WEEDON HUSBANDRY. 
THE success with which Mr Smith, of Lois Weedon, North- 
amptonshire, has grown wheat for many years in_ succession 
on the same land and without manure has incited many 
jmitators, but we have not heard of any one else who has 
has been equally successful. We once tried a plot in the garden 
on the Lois Weedon system, but though it produced a great abun- 
dance of straw, there was very little corn. The plan adopted by 
Mr Smith is to divide the land into alternate slips, each three fect 
wide, one slip being planted with uniform rows of wheat, the 
other left in fallow throughout the year preparatory to bearing 
wheat the following year, when the other slip will be fallowed in 
the same manner. 


In this way Mr Smith has, as he informs the agriultural world 
in his tracts, grown crops which give him a profit of from 4/ to 
6] per acre. We have now, in the recently published number of 
the Royal Agricultu:al Society’s Journal, an account of a pre- 
cise trial of the Lois Weedon system of culture by that accurate 
experimenter, Mr Lawes. The trial has been made at Rotham- 
stead, Hertfordshire, the field of so many valuable agricultural ex- 
periments. We propose to give the general results, referring such 
of our readers as may wish for details to the paper itself. 

In 1851 three acres were selected consisting of ‘*a heavy loam with 
a subsoil of stiff reddish-yellow clay which rests upon chalk. The 
depth from the surface to the chalk is never less than from six to 
seven feet, and frequently twice as much; the natural drainage is 
good.” The field was a bare fallow in 1851, in September of 
which year the seed was sown. The seed was “ dibbled in at a 
distance of two to three inches apart in the rows.” One portion 
of the ground had a single seed dropped into each hole, and another 
portion was seeded with two seeds in each hole. The third 
acre was cultivated with alternate wheat and summer faliow, sown 
with two bushels of seeds per acre in the ordinary way used in 
the neighbourhood. The first crop was cut in August 1852 ; on 
both acres grown on the Lois Weedon plan the crops were * foul, 
poor, and much blighted.” The “one seed” portion produced 10 
bushels of wheat and 1,866 lbs of chaff and straw to the 





acre. The weight of the wheat per bushel was 51 lbs. ‘The 
“two seed ” plot bore 15 bushels ot pecks of wheat and 


2,309 lbs of chaff and straw per acre. The weight of the grain 
was the same—51 lbs per bushel. ‘The common fallowed portion, 
drilled with two bushels to the acre, produced 37 bushels of 
wheat and 4,934 lbs of chaff and straw per acre. The wheat 
weighed 53 lbs per bushel. 

The field adjoining that on which these experiments were made 
was the site of Mr Lawes’ previously recorded trials in growing 
wheat, and on the plot which had grown wheat continuously for 
eleven years without manure the produce was 13 bushels and 
3 pecks of wheat and 1,597 lbs of chaff and straw per acre. The 
weight per bushel was in this case 56 lbs. 

The second crop of 1852-3.—The fallow intervals which had not 
borne wheat the previous year were trenched 14 inches deep in 
December 1851, forked in spring and again before sowing, 
occasionally spudded, but became foul and crusted over during the 
summer. In October 1852 the wheat was sown as before. It was 
twice hoed and weeded. The crop, “ not clean, poor and blighted,” 
was cut in September 1853. The common fallow acre was not 
sown this year. The “one seed” plot bore only 4 bushels of 
wheat and 796 lbs of chaff and straw. The crop of the “ two 
seed” part was 5 bushels 1 peck of wheat and 941 lbs of chaff 
and straw. The continuously unmanured plot—now for 12 years 
—had 5 bushels 3 pecks of wheat and 1,413 lbs of straw. The 
wheat of the last was only 45 lbs per bushel, while the weight per 
bushel of that grown on the two plots of thin sown was 52 lbs. 

This was the wet season, well remembered by farmers in the 
South of England as one of the most disastrous on record. 

The third crop 1853-4 was treated as before. It was “pretty 
clean, but poor and blighted.” The common fallow crop was “ very 
heavy, but somewhat blighted.” All were cut in September 1854. 

The “ one seed” plot produced 11 bushels 1 peck of wheat, and 
1,078 lbs of chaff and straw. 

The “two seed” produced 14 bushels 2 pecks of wheat and 
1,368 Ibs of straw. ‘The weights of wheat per bushel were 
respectively 58 and 59 lbs. 

The common fallow, drilled with two bushels of seed, produced 
42 bushels of wheat and 4,545 lbs of chaff andstraw. The weight 
was 60 lbs per bushel. 

The continuously unmanured plot produced this year 21 bushels 
of wheat and 2,137 lbs of chaff and straw per acre. The weight 
was also 60lbs per bushel. Here we see the effect of a very good 
season, as was that of 1853-4, in contrast with a very bad one such 
as that of 1852-3, upon the growth of wheat. It is to be regretted 
that the common fallow piece was not sown in the very bad year ; 
we have no doubt the produce would have been comparatively low. 

The fourth crop was treated in the same manner as the 
precedin crops. Seed was sown in September 1854, and the 
crop cut in September 1855. The crop was “clean but poor and 
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blighted.” The common fallow acre crop was small, but less 
blighted than before. ‘The results were :— 

The ‘tone seed” plot produced 4 bushels and 3 pecks of wheat 
and 696 lbs of chaff and straw per acre.

In most years | 
the proportion of offal corn was considerably greater on the ‘* Lois 
Weedon ” sown plots than on thecommon fallow. At the harvest | 
of 1855 the proportion of offal corn was greater in the crop grown | 
on the continuously unmanured land; when the‘crop being only | 
5 bushels and 3 pecks per acre, the proportion of offal was 35 per 
cent. of the whole. i 

Thus it seems that the less costly plan of growing wheat by | 
means of a common fallow yields considerably greater returns 
than the more expensive culture on the Lois Weedon plan. | 
Such at all events is the case on the Rothamstead land. 1 

The two acres of land which had thus been forked and trenched || 
were, after the harvest of 1355, ploughed and prepared for sowing 1 
in the ordinary manner, and divided into four portions. Of these | 
one was left unmanured; the second received mineral manures |} 
only ; the third ammoniacal salts only ; and the fourth both mineral || 
constituents and ammoniacal salts. All four of the plots, together | 
with half of the common fallow acre by their side, were then || 
drilled with two bushels of seed per acre in the ordinary way. || 
The results are given in a tabular form and in great detail, which | 





may be thus shortly stated :— 

1. ‘The unmanured plot produced 21 
lbs of chaff and straw per acre. 

2. The plot with mineral manures only produced 23 bushels | 
2 pecks of wheat «nd 2,431 lbs of chaff and straw per acre. 

3. The plot manured with ammoniacal salts only produced 36 | 


bushels 1 peck of wheat and 3,842 lbs of chaff and straw per acre.

more practical importance to the crop, because it is in a form directly 
assimilable by the growing plants.

Paris, Thursday. 

The Bank of France has this day resolved to admit to discount bills 
that have 90 days to run, instead of only those of 75 days as it has 
been doing for some time past. This measure will be very thankfully 
received by commerce, but it has not created the effect on the Bourse 
that might have been expected. 

Great efforts are being made to revive the speculating mania. The 
public, it is said, has notoriously regained that confidence which was so 
severely shaken by various causes in the latter part of the last year; the 
Emperor has announced that the Government will not require a new 
loan; the public revenue, direct and indirect, is increasing ; the army and 
navy are being reduced; France is tranquil; in all Europe there is no 
question pending which threatens to disturb peace; money is not 
scarce ;—-why then should not new railways and new enterprises of all 
kinds once again be ‘started? Why should not the funds be made to 
rise, and rise until the Three per Cents. shall be on a level with those of 
England? Why should not railway shares and all other securities rise 
as well as the funds? And why should not the French provide capital 
for all foreign speculations whatsoever, for steamboets on the Thames 
and omnibuses at New York, up to railways in Russia and mines in 
Spain? This is the way sanguine people on the Bourse are now talking, 
and they talk so earnestly and so persuasively that even prudent and 
cautious men lend the ear tothem. And not content with talking on 
the Bourse, they preach to the Government in the same way; and to 
prove that they are sincere, they have presented I know not how many 
demands for concessions of new railways, saying nothing of other un- 
dertakings. Judging from present appearances, it is not improbabie that 
they will effect the revival of speculation for which they are striving. 

The trial of the managing directors cf the famous Docks Napoleon, 
on the charge of swindling the shareholders, has at last, after upwards 
of a year’s delay, commenced before the Tribunal of Correctional Police, 
and it is not expected to be completed until to-morrow or perhaps 
Saturday evening. With the directors is tried the commissaire of the com- 


pany—(a functionary nominated by Government to watch over its | 


transactions )—on the charge of having connived at, and profited in, their 
frauds. It is alleged that the principal defendants disposed of, for their 
own advantage, 42,176 shares, the property of the company, such shares 
being of the nominal value of 10/ each; that they set apart 32,000 shares 
for a bargain between them and Fox, Henderson, and Co., which bargain 
you may remember was some time ago declared fradulent by the 
Tribunal of Commerce ; that they advanced 16,200/ of the funds of the 
company to one speculation in which they were personally interested, 
and (within a fraction) 94,000/ of the said funds to another speculation 
in which also they were interested—such advances having been made 
without the knowledge of the Docks Company, and contrary to its in- 
terest ; and lastly, that they and their alleged accomplice shared between 
them 45,677/ of the funds of the company. The revelation of frauds so 
gigantic and so impudent has taken every one by surprise, and has 
created a most painful impression. It will, no doubt, not fail to attract 
the serious attention of yuur readers, especially of such as have, or con- 
template having, investments in the mere speculative companies of this 
country. 

The Customs returns for the month of January, compared with the 
corresponding months of the last two years, have been published to-day. 
They show that the import duties were considerably greater in January 
of the present year than in the same month of 1856, or even of 1855 ;— 
the amounts for the three months being respectively 13,804,112f, 
11,105,208f, and 12,501,994f.

An official return just published shows that the number of letters sent 
through the Post-office in 1847 was 126,480,000, and that it gradually 
increased year by year until for 1856 it amounted to 252,000,000. The 
uniform system of postage came into operation on the Ist January, 
1849, and the amount of postage was fixed at 20 centimes, or 4 sous; 
on the Ist July, 1850, it was raised to 25c, and on the Ist July, 1854, it 
was reduced to 20c, at which it now remains. The difference be- 
tween the present and the old rates is, no doubt, considerable, 
but when the French Legislature was making a change in the postal 
system, it would undoubtedly have done well to have made that difference 
greater; it should for example have fixed the postage, in imitation of 
England, at 2 sous instead of 4. Had it done so, the number of letters 
annua!ly would assuredly have been much larger in proportion than it 
now is. But the French always display greater energy in making a poli- 
tical revolution than a fiscal reform—the one they think child’s play, 
the other intimidates them.

PROPERTY AND INCOME TAX. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sir,—Concurring in many of the views put forward in an article on 
the income tax in the last number of the Economist, I object to the 
classification by which the direct charges on property and income are 
reduced to about 10,000,000/, since in that estimate you exclude the 
probate, legacy, and succession duties, and several other miscellaneous 
imposts which fall upon owners of property over and above the taxes 
which they pay in common with the rest of the community. shh 

It would scarcely be worth while drawing attention to this omission, 


come tax on the grounds of its treating permanent and temporary in- 
comes alike, falling on annual revenue alone, and leaving untouched the 
principal which produces it. But if we trace the origin of the acquisi- 
tion of property, and take into account other portions of our financial

The owner of property either acquires its gratuitously, or else saves it 
(or its purchase money) from his earnings on which he has been charged 
already by the income tax. But gifts inter vivos being comparatively rare 
of occurrence and trifling in amount, the gratuitous acquisition of pro- 
perty is, as the rule, by devolution from the deceased to the living; ia 
which case it is subject to probate and legacy duty, if personal ; and to 
succession duty, if real. The former two, in the aggregate, vary from 13 
to 2} per cent., and, accordingly, more than redress any inequality per- 
mitted by the income tax between precarious and permanent revenues. 
The succession duties vary from 10 to 1 per cent.; but any advantage 
which this may give real aver personal property is counterbalanced by 
the local burthens to which real property (or land) is subject, aad 
from which personalty generally is exempt.—I have the honour to be 
your most obedient servant, W.

When the funds are affected by the proceedings in Parliament, 
and the trade in tea and sugar and trade generally are affected by 
debates on the budget, on the dispute with China, it is natural that 
these subjects should be discussed in the City. The discussions 
which ensue, as far as we can learn, do not inculcate much 
reverence for the motives of political men. If the Outs, is is said, 
had been the Ins, we should have heard very little from them 
about the morality of the Chinese war; they would have been as 
forward to defend the officials at Hong Kong as they are now to 
attack them. They would have thought too, that the ex- 
penditure could not possibly have been reduced in a hurry, 
and, instead of propusing a very large reduction, would have been

ready, though it might involve what they call a breach of fait 
to continue the war duties, or some modification of them, to make 
matters square. But being Outs instead of Ins they find every. 
thing that is proposed wrong—everything that has 

done should not have been done; and from the contentions 
of parties uncertainty is generated, trade is disturbed, ang 
statesmen of all classes lose ground in public estimation, 
Their motives are suspected, their arguments are looked gy 
as the dictates of personal ambition, and they receive no credit for 
patriotism or even honesty of purpose. ‘They are apt, it is said, to 
overlook the the unfavourable opinion which, apart from their 
success or failure, is sure to be caused by every agitation and the 
uncertainty they provoke; and so they do not see how much th 
injure their whole class in public estimation by every kind of dis. 
pute, contest, and dissension which originates in personal objects, 
A steady persistence in a course of policy once entered intomg 
steady adherence to resolutions once adopted and promulgated, 
are, simply from the reason that no ground is supplied for an accu. 
sation of causing a change and disturbance, of great importance to 
statesmen whether they be Ins or Outs. 





By a return just published by the House of Commons, at the 
instance of Mr Glyn, it appears that 47 banks, with an authorised 
circulation of 712,623/, ceased to issue their own notes between the 
passing of the Act of 1844 and the order of council issued accordin 
to its provisions, dated Dec. 13, 1855, by which the Bank of Eng. 
land, in place of the lost circulation, issued 475,000/ of its notes 
additional. Since the order in council was issued, 7 other banks, 
with an authorised circulation of 111,020/, have ceased to issue 
theirown notes. Of the banks which have ceased to issue 9 were 
joint stock banks. It is pretty certain, therefore, that the Act of 
1844 has helped, agreeably to the expressed wishes of its authors, 
to curtail the circulation of local and private banks. ‘This is 
rather singular ; for one of the arguments which Dr Paley, in his 
work on morals, directs against forgery, in order to show its 
generally disastrous character to society, is that it would annihi- 
late bank notes,—the very thing against which much modern 
legislation has been directed, and against which the public still 
nourish very strong prejudices. When Paley wrote, bank notes 
were not so well known as at present. They had not been made 
a “legal tender ;” but while their utility has since his time been 
widely increased, the use and nature of them become far better 
known, and the trade laws which regulate the issue of them as- 
certained, so as to secure the use and guard against the abuse of 
this useful invention, the prejudices of one portion of the com- 
munity and of the Legislature against them have augmented. 


3y the arrivals from New York to the 14th we have advices from San 
Francisco, California, to January 20. The condition of trade had im- 
proved, though money was scarce, and the arrival of gold dust small, 
‘* Messrs Weils, Fargo and Co.’s messengers,” the New York Tribune states, 
‘“* have brought down from Jan. 2 to date only about 1,250,000dols in gold 
dust, or an average daily of about 70,000 dols ; whereas in seasons that the 
miners are generally employed they bring down 3,000,000 dols per month 
The deposits of gold at the Branch Mint in this city, from Jan. 2 to 17 
inclusive, were 44,252 ounces, valued at about 818,000 dollars ; the 
smallness of the amount is further evidence that operations in the mines 
just now must be in very many localities wholly suspended for the want 
of water. No fears, however, need be entertained of the produce of gold 
diminishing. Nothing but a spell of mild weather is wanted in the in- 
terior which will melt the snow and ice, and very speedily millions of 
the precious metals will be extracted from the soil and put in circulation.” 

The Legislature met on Jan. 5, and the Governor’s (Mr Johnson) 
Message was delivered. It is, says the Alta California, a very able do- 
cument. The message recommends the payment of the State debt, and 
is opposed to repudiation. This is the general sentiment of the people 
of the State. The message contains the usual exhibit of the finances. 
The total receipts into the State treasury, from all sources, from Jan. 1, 
1856, to Jan. 13, 1857, was 1,322,591 dols 89c, while the expenditures 
during the same period were 1,192,148 dols 24c. A balance in the Trea- 
sury, Jan. 1, 1857, of 202,605 dols 25c. and 107,265 dols 27c has since 
been received, making the sum total of 309,879 dols 50c in the Treasury 
up to Jan. 13, 1857. From this sum there has been paid to the School 
Fund 3] ols 45c, and to the General Fund 24,290 dols 40c, for 
Controller’s warrants redeemed. Also, 124,000 dols to provide for the 
payment of the interest on the State debt due in July, 1857, leaving & 
balance in the Treasury, on the I3th January. 1857, of 130,107 dols 65c. 
The announcement that the funds to meet the July dividends upon the 
State debt have already been set apart, will be received with great satis- 
faction abroad, following the heels of the startling news which went 
forward a month since relative to the unconstitutionality of the Bonds. 
It is not improbable that steps will be taken by the Legislature, during 
this session, to obtain the views of the voters of the State relative to 
making the debt legal. 
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This statement confirms the expectations we expressed on the 3lat 
ult., that the people of California would generally acknowledge the obli- 
gations, though the law declared them invalid. 

At New York trade was improving, but was sti!l dull, owing to the 
unfavourable influences of the weather. 1t was active in January. The 
imports of foreign goods were larger than in the corresponding period at 
either of the two preceding years, the amount of the total entries being 
in January, 1855, 12,945,827 dols; in 1856, 15,578,064 dols; and in 
1857, 19,006,732 dols. Money was in active request, and rates had 
advanced to 9 to 10 per cent. for prime paper, according to maturity 
and 7 to 8 per cent. on call, The tariff was said to hang fire in Congress, 
and the probabilities were that the whole subject would be given the go- 
by till the next session. 
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Grave charges, it is said, have been made against the New York Har- 
pour Commissioners. A report read in the Senate shows that the offi- 
cials in question have been in the habit of levying the most extortionate 
charges upon merchants for the dock and wharf privilege, which they 
are rightfully entitled to at very moderate dues. The report discloses 
enough to demand action on the part of the Executive to save the 
shipping interests from such bare-faced robberies in future. When 
States are obliged to forego revenue, it cannot be tolerated that small 
local bodies should, at their pleasure, tax traffic. 

The Tribune warns the public against a curious coming danger. Unless 
the Government Treasury, it says, be largely depleted by some enactment 
before the adjournment, there is likely to be serious trouble before the 
meeting of the next Congress. The rapid accumulation of specie at the 
Sub-Treasury, which will continue for months to come, coupled with the 
fact that there are no large and extraordinary payments to be made by 
the Government this year,as there were in the last, renders it quite certain 
that if there be no immediate reduction of duties on importations, to take 
effect at once, nor any manner of distribution of the surplus, there will 
be a very much larger absorption of specie lying idle in the Treasury 
through the summer and autumn than ever before, and amounting to a 
very large part of all the specie of the country. This would seem to be 
one of the consequences of General Jackson’s hostility to Banks. If the 
public monies were deposited with them on proper security, they would, 
as the Bank of England lends the public deposits, lendthem to trade and 
avoid the evils of repletion. . 

‘¢Smith’s Analysis of the London Joint Stock Banks,” published in 
the course of the week, is a very useful compilation, containing a statis- 
tical history of these bodies, the date when they came into existence, 
the number of their proprietors and shares, the amount of paid-up 
capital, balances on current accounts, reserves, dividends, &c., fora 
series of years, together with the names of their managers. The total 
amount of deposits in these banks now exceeds 35,000,000/, which makes 
them very influential bodies, and well deserving of the public attention, 
which this analysis will help to attract to them.

The arrivals off the coast in the week have been rather numerous, 53 
cargoes of corn, of which 17 are wheat, viz. 3 from Taganrog, 1 from 
Marianople, 10 from Alexandria, 1 from Galatz, and 2 from Ibraili. 
Several of these have been sold for foreign ports. The business in 
floating cargoes has been animated. The continental markets gene- 
rally exhibit a more active character. There is no important altera- 
tion to be noticed in the price, but the demand has increased. The wea- 
ther is everywhere spoken of as extraordinarily mild and beautiful for 
the season. 

In Mincing lane, this week, the market has been animated, and at the 
close sugars Was quoted 6d cheaper. 


The price of coffee remains unchanged, but business is restricted. 


Other articles generally remain about the same, the week having been 
quiet, with great steadiness. 


The tea trade is unsettled, and there are no dealings. Messrs Corrie 
and Co. say, in their Wednesday’s report, “the news from China, re- 
ceived this afternoon, shows the shipments to be about 13,000,000 lbs 
less than last year.” 


This week’s sales in the Liverpool cotton market have been 44,000 
bales, showing a moderate business only to have been transacted. Of 
the above, 34,000 bales have been taken by spinners, 6,500 by speculators, 
and the remaining 3,500 by exporters. Prices are, however, without 
change from last week. The market closes to-day quiet, but steady: 
sales 6,000 bales. The American accounts received this week contain 
nonew feature of any interest. In the London market the demand has 
been small only, the sales amounting to 2,300 bales at about former 
rates. 


At the sales of colonial wool which commenced yesterday, and which 
comprise, according to Messrs Bradbury and Cook, 2,809 bales, viz. :— 
338 bales Sydney, 587 Port Philip, 430 Van Dieman’s Land, 135 New 
Zealand, 8 Adelaide, 1,110 Cape, 201 German, &c., the biddings were 
very spirited, and an advance was established of from 2d to 3a per lb, 
with every probability of these advanced prices being maintained 
throughout the sales. 

In the oil and seeds rnarket the business has been generally scanty. 
Sales of tallow for delivery have for the moment almost ceased, but 
speculative transactions are large. 

Unfavourable as were the reports from the wine-growing countries in 
November last, according to Messrs Matthew Clark and Sons, they have 
been thoroughly confirmed since; and the best evidence is to be found 
in the continued rise that has taken place in prices, and in the fact of these 
countries having become large importers of corn spirits from England 
und Germany, not having wines to make spirit for their own consumption. 
The wine market here during the past year has exhibited constant 
activity. The .importation of all the principal descriptions has been 
large, but not more than the home and export deliveries justify; conse- 
quently stocks at the outports at the close of 1856 could not have ex- 
ceeded those of the previous year. Atthis port they were nearly equal; 
the stocks in bond of Port, Sherry, Marsala, and Cape, amounting on the 
3lst of December, 1855, to about 53,700 pipes, and in 1856 to 53,000 
pipes. Looking at the deliveries as the true test of trade, we find that 
the quantity of wines brought in for home consumption is a full average, 
exceeding that of 1855 by 6,500 pipes; and although prices have doubled, 
and in some instances trebled in the last 10 years, yet the home delivery 
is well supported. The same remark applies to the export delivery, which 
shows an excess over 1855 of upwards of 4,500 pipes, giving evidence that 
by the foresight of our merchants in importing freely we have been able to 
supply other countries at remuneretive prices, and in most instances on 
better terms than supplies could have been obtained from the producing 
country. These gentlemen conclude that “a circumscribed trade in 
wines during the next few years may be expected; but, limited as the 
demand may be, it will fully equal, if it. does not exceed the supply, for what- 
ever may be the result of future vintages, the stocks of old wines fit for 
use must be now so reduced that the difficulty will be to meet even a 
small demand during the time that must elapse before such qualities can 
be repiaced.”’ 

The Commercial Advertiser of New York states that a distinguished 
shipbuilder has contracted with an association of landholders in Cali 
fornia, for the construction of two mammoth steamships, each of 7,000 
tons, designed for the conveyance of 3,000 passengers, to accomplish the 
trip via the Isthmus in fifteen days, to afford a cheap and rapid com- 
munication between California and the Eastern States, and augment the 
population of the Pacific coast. The dimensions are: length, 440 feet; 
breadth of beam, 55 feet ; depth of hold, 34 feet. There seems a proba- 
bility that the plan will be carried into effect. It is in contemplation also 
at New York, we are further told, to establish a line of first-class steam- 
ships to make monthly tripseach way between New York and Savannah 
in the United States, and Para or Maranham in Brazil, touching at some 
of the West India islands. The enterprise is recommended by the Com- 
mittee of Congress on Post-office and Post Roads. It is calculated to 
increase very much the cOmmunication between North and South 
America, and when fully in work may probably be found the shortest 
route from Europe to the Eastern coast of South America. 

According to the Mexican papers, the volcano of Popocatapetl, or 
Smoky Mountain, yields an inexhaustible amount of pure sulphur, which 
is Springing up every day in infinite abundance from its bowels. The 
United States, it is said, consumes annually, in its manufactures, sul- 
phuric acid to the amount of eighteen or twenty millions of dollars. Great 
Britain and France probably each consume an equal amount. It is 
averred that the gatherers of su!phur frofa Vesuvius would be unable 
to compete with the Mexican product from Popocatapetl, because 
their sulphur is amalgamated with an infinity of substances which 
involve great expense to separate, and the supply limited, while 
that of Popocatapetl would find little diminution in the labour of a 


century. Why should not the Mexicans be stimulated to work this pro- 
quctive mine?

Business throug rT the pwok t has been of a very sluggish and meagre 
character. In no channel have transactions of any mz 1gnitude been un- 
dertaken, only the more urgent, and consequently retail wants of the 
trade having been brought upon the market. This sudden curtailment 
of business, as contrasted with the animation of the preceding fortnight, 
is in part attributable to the altered tone of feeling currently manifested 
amongst merchants as to the ultimate yield of the cotton crop. The 
fear of scarcity is abating from the force of the ample and unprecedent- 
edly large receipts on the other side continuing to swell the stock of 
cotton at New Orleans, combined with the fact that our supplies of 
East India cotton afloat are lerger than at any formerperiod. Amongst 
producers, also, the same want Of confidence as to the maintenance of 
present values for cotton takes another form. They consider that what- 
ever be the amount of the crop the present prices for their products will 
not allow them to go on at their present rate of production, and as they 
are now, with hardly an exception, working on dear cotton, many of 
them are quietly endeavouring to economise and retrench their expendi- 
ture of material by every means, excepting}that most unwelcome resource 
of open and deliberate short-time. 

With so contracted a business in both cloth and yarns, the stability 
of prices has been scarcely tested, but the bias is certainly against the 
seller, and in quarters where existing contracts are running out or stocks 
beginning to appear, an advantage of 1}d per piece in the one case and 
id per lb in the other could generally be obtained by the buyer. This 


may be applied more particularly to madapollams, printers, and some of | 


the heavier shirtings ; T cloths and domestics being unchanged. Cop 
yarns for the Blackburn market are very dull, and sales can only be made 
at the decline of #d per lb. The German and China qualities of 16’s to 
24’s water are understood to be heavy in stock. The Russian yarns 
maintain their value by aid of the contracts on hand, though they also 
have participated in the general stagnation. 

The Greek failures which have occurred this week in other places have 
been accompanied here by those of two firms only which may be con- 
sidered as belonging to Manchester, Mr J. Basilio and Messrs Caluta, 
Brothers. The latter anticipate being able to pay in full, if time be 
allowed them to realise their property abroad. 


BraprorpD, Feb. 26.—Wool—We have had another quiet week in 
wool. Prices remain steady, but the staplers show more eagerness to 
effect sales, Yarns—There is more desire to purchase manifested by the 
export houses. Up tothe present time, comparatively few contracts 
have been entered into for single weft yarns ; while orders have been 
more freely given for carded and two-fold yarns. Pieces—There is a full 
average attendance of buyers at our market to-day, and although we can- 
not quote more doing, yet there are more inquiries, and the prospect is 
somewhat more cheerful. 

LeIcester, Feb. 25.—There is a fair amount of business doing in 
cotton goods, and some orders have been given out for the United States 
and Canada, but the home demand for worsted and woollen goods is on 
a very retail scale. 

RocHDALE, Feb. 23.—Wool—We have no change to report in prices 
in any kind of wool, and the market generally has been flat, owing, 
perhaps, to the increased firmness on the part of woolstaplers. Flannel— 
The attendance has been thin, and business flat generally, as compared 
with.the trade during the past fortnight.

Thus, it will be seen that, for the time of year, our importations have 
been on a liberal scale. And, no doubt, they have had the effect of pro- 
ducing considerable heaviness in the demand for wheat, more especially 
as itis understood that larze quantities of food will be received here 
from the North of Europe shortly after the re-opening of the Baltic navi- 
gation. Although the demand for both wheat and flour for export to 
Spain and Portugal, as well as for theformer article for the South of 
France, has continued steady, all speculative investments in grain here 
for the purpose of holding forward have been out of the question, even 
when reduced prices bave been offered by the holders. The prospects of 
a large arrival, andthe present high value of money, are likely to have 
their accustomed influence upon speculative buyers for some time. 

The wheat trade, this week, both here and in provincial markets, has 
been in a most inactive state, and great difficulty has been experienced 
in effecting sales of inferor kinds, even by giving way in price. Barley, 
however, has been in good request, at full quotations. Malt has con- 
tinued dull; but oats, beans, and peas have sold at full quotations 
Fjour has moved off slowly, at barely stationary prices. 

The Irish and Scotch markets have been very dull for wheat and flour. 
Spring corn, however, has commanded full quotations. 

The few samples of English wheat in to-day’s market were mostly dis- 
posed of, and the trade assumed a hardening tendency, at fully Mon- 
day’s prices. In foreign wheat—the show of which was tolerably ex: 
tensive—very few sales took place on former terms. Barley, oats, beans, 


and peas were in short supply and fair request, at full prices, Flour 
commanded more attention.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 





LONDON AND NortH-WEsTERN.—In consequence of the change in the 
rate of dividend by the vote of the proprietors, at the general meeting, 
from 54 to 6 per cent. per annum for the past half-year, the issue of the 
dividend warrants is deferred until the 5th of March. 

EASTERN UNIoN.—The report states that the net income for the half- 
year ending December 31 amounted to 51,087/, from which is deducted
